Whether Mac students can 
retain their identity or not is 
a predominant question on cam- 
pus. The immediate future ap- 
pears to be very dark. We 
are faced with a diminishing 
enrollment and the possibility 
of becoming an unheard handful 
of students among 2,400 JAC 
students. 

A greater enrollment may be 
achieved in the next two years 
through the formation of a pu- 
blicity department consisting 
of a few keen and interested 
people, which could work in 
conjunction with the Recruitipg 
Committee. In short, its main 



role would be to act through 
the news media (Radio, news- 
papers and television) to pu- 
blicise Macdonald College and 
sell it to the public. 

Another area of interest for 
the College should be in at- 
tracting the attention of the 
Quebec Department of Environ- 
ment. This is extremely im- 
portant since Macdonald 
College does offer ideal con- 
ditions for environnmental stud- 
ies and because of the growing 
attention which the Quebec Gov- 
ernment gives to this depart- 
ment. 



Concerning MAC-JAC rela- 
tionship, things are going great 
at the personal level. It's at 
the student government level 
that things have been deterio- 
rating ever since the beginning 
of this session. After a year's 
experience with the problems 
which have arisen in such things 
with the intercollegiate athletic 
program (slow payment of con- 
tributions by JAC), the Wine 
and Cheese Party (division of 
labour and lack of responsi- 
bility on the part of C.S.) and 
the lack of understanding of 
the meaning of capital invest- 
ments in such a building as 
the C.C., Council has been forc- 
ed into a totally protectionist 



policy in matters concerning 
the JAC government. 

At the moment I can perceive 
no break throughs in relation- 
ships. Hopefully next year a 
more structured form of 
government will be established 
at JAC whereby the council will 
be able to negotiate with the 
governing body instead of being 
faced with three separate JAC 
bodies (staff, administration, 
students) who each refuse to 
take the responsibility of action 
for each other. Meanwhie, all 
that can be done is wait until 
next year when JAC has set 
up its government and try as 
much as possible to go to the 
individual and work thereon.

As many of you know, the 
interm Council under George 
weaver has accepted to take 
upon itself new responsibili- 
ties as the voice of the 
students.
